Correspondence was read to Mr, Ed, 
Reynolds re an outstanding account of 
road work in Division 3, to which Mr. 
Reynolds had never replied. Mr. 
Ruemiller brought the matter before 
‘he Council for their information and 
advised that the amount of yardage 
had been estimated at $70.00, 

Representatives were present from 
the Canada Ingoi Jron and Westein 
Steel Products, and addressed the 
Council on the various lines, 

Correspondence was read from the 
Department of Agriculture on the sub- 
ject of pests, such as cut worms, grass- 
hoppers, etc. Also a letter inviting 
the weed inspectors to attend the con- 
vention of weed inspectors at Olds. 
No action was taken in this respect. 

Mr, Thurston reported on the matter 
of road diversion in Sec, 27-27-24-4 as 
3.29 acres of land taken from Mr, H. 
V. Nelson, he proposed that he be 
offered $150 in final settlement for 
land and fence, 

The secretary read a letter on the

‘Alberta Conditions 
Reported Exellent

WINNIPEG, May 10—The tine 
| weather of the past week and continu- 
ing warmth of the week-end make this 
week's crop report of the agricultural 
Department of the Canadian Pacitic 
| Rallway a very optimistic one, Rain 
varying trom light showers to several 
hours precipitation covered all sec- 
tions of the three prairie provinces. 
While wheat seeding is not entirely 
completed, a great many have finished 
and are proceeding with oats and bar- 
ley, or getting land into shape for'| 
| 'eception of these seeds. High winds 
have been unusually prevalent this 
spring, and have had the effect of dry 
jing out the top soil and causing some 
seed to be blown out, Subsoil mois- 
ture appears to be adequate every- 
where, taking everything into con- 
sideration, conditions are decidedly 
good, and the rains of the week end 
furnished necessary moisture to create 
rapid germination, Winter crops o! 
wheat, rye and alfalfo, concerning 
which there has been some apprehen 
sion owing to unusual winter condi- 
tions with less than average snowfall 
appear to have come through the 
; ground in good shape Labour supply 
and demand appears to be about nor- 
ma! for this time of the year. 

Fairly liberal rainfall is reported in 
Alberta during the past week end for 
Northern, Central and © .thern dis- 
tricts, but «one in southwest, This 
section needs precipitation as surface 
is dry, though subsoil is moist. Con 
siderable drifting has occurred but 
damage is not extensive, Spring con- 
ditions through the province are ex- 
cellent, Spring work is well advanced 
and seeding of wheat should be com- 
pleted, weather permitting, before the 


Seventy-five to eighty-five per 
,cent. of wheat has been sown in 
Southern Alberia and about thirty- 
five to forty per cent, of oats and bar- | 
lhey, and in the central and northern 
sections from fifty to seventy-five per 
;cent, of wheat and twenty-five per | 
jcent. of coarser grains, Rye, fall 
wheat and alfalfa are all reported | 
| looking well, and an increase of from 
{twenty-five to fifty per cent, in corn 
| and clover acreage is expected in most 
sections of the province.

OTTAWA—Two years ago Desmond

PREVENTION OF DIPHTHERIA

The attertion of the Strathmore 
School Board has been called by the 
Dept of Public Health, to the dangers 
of this disease, and as this is the 
season of the year in which diphtheria 
is most prevalent, the following facts 
are put forth for the information of 
parents in this Schoo) District, In 
1928 there were in Alberta 832 cases 
of diphtheria, and of these 82 died. 
When any person has been attacked 
by this disease and has recovered, he 
or she is immune for a time. When 
treated for protection against diph- 
theria he is immune for at least six 
years, and in many cases for a life- 
time. In this province during 1925, 
there have been 2,443 children and 
adults immune by toxoid immuniza- 
tion against diphtheria, Four of these 
later developed very mild cases of 
diphtheria, and of the four, two cases 
had been exposed to diphtheria and 
contracted the disease within ten 
days of the treatment, or even before
